It  has  come  to  ray.  attention  that  a  serious  state  of 
affairs  has  arisen  directly  affecting  you  Okinawan  civilians. 

In  large  measure  this  has  been  no  fault  of  yours.  Briefly 
there  have  been  instances  where  Japanese  soldiers- have  dis¬ 
carded  their  uniforms  and,  masquerading  as  civilians,  have 
'entered  civilian  internment  camps  under  false  pretenses. 

Because  of  this  shameful  deception,  all  civilian  men 
are  under  a  cloud  of  suspicion.  Because  of  the  unlawful  pre¬ 
sence  among  you  of  disguised  Japanese  soldiers,  we  are  forced 
to  take  stern  measures  which  affect  all  of  you.  We  must  keep 
you  under  guard  night  and  ay,  restrict  your  movements,  and 
otherwise  prevent  your  resuming  a  normal  family  life  and  re¬ 
turning  to  your  homes  and  farms. 

'  Thus,  the  shameful  conduct  of  a  Japanese  soldier  who 
sneakingly  hides  his  uniforms  and  poses  as  a  civilian  to  take 
advantage  of  the  American  government’s  benevolent  policy  toward 
civilians  reacts  directly  to  your  disadvantage.  As  long  as 
such  soldiers  are  in  your  midst,  innocent  civilians  will  have 
to  suffer  restrictions  that  otherwise  need  not  be  imposed. 

It  is  illegal  for  a  civilian  to  conceal  his  knowledge 
of  the  identity  of  masquerading  soldiers.  The  civilian  who 
fails  to  report  such  knowledge  to  the  authorities  is  violating 
his  duty  to  the  law  and  to  his  family  and  his  community.  Ja¬ 
panese  soldiers  in  the  camps  who  voluntarily  come  forward  and 
identify  themselves  within  24  hours  of  the  posting  of  this' 
notice  will  be  transferred  to  special  camps  for  Japanese  mili¬ 
tary  men,  and  will  not  be  punished. 

Therefore,  I  command  you  civilians  to  reveal  the  iden¬ 
tities  of  all  Japanese  soldiers  hiding  among  you  who  do  not 
give  themselves  up  during  the  24-hour  period.  This  informa¬ 
tion  you  must  report  immediately  to  the  authorities  in  charge 
of  your  camp.

2.  Like  myself:,  you  are  an  infantry  general  long  schooled  and  prac¬ 
ticed  in  infantry  warfare.  You  fully  know  the  pitiful  plight  of  ycur  de¬ 
fense  forces.  You  know  that  no  reinforcements  can  reach  you.  I.  believe 
therefore,  that  you  understand  as  clearly  as  I,  that  the  destruction  of 
all.  Japanese  resistance  on  the  island  is  merely  a  matter  of  days,  and  that 
this  will  entail,  the  necessity  of  my  killing  the  vast  majority  of  your  re¬ 
maining  troops.
